Some of the dirt roads were 
washod so badly that Rollie Si- 
monds and his crew of road re = 
pairers will find plenty to do 
until snow flies, Considerable 
damage was done at the Willard 
Brook Reservation where the dam 
at Damon Pond was washed and dam- 
aged. The float was beyond repair. 

Trap Falls, with tons of water 
rushing over the rocks, was a 
sight never to be forgotten, 

The fire department was called, 
not to extinguish fires,but to 
pump out ccllers and wellse 

During one of the many elcectri- 
cal storms, several transformers 
were blown out. One of them caused

To even things up, the Weather 
Man threw in threc days of intonse

The army caroer of the Ashby 
genoral reads like a story book 
Since he graduated from Ashby high 
school in June 1917, as the presi- 
demo, of the class, He enlisted in 
the armcd forces soon after gradua- 
tion, going overseas with the 79th 
division.
